Nurse Practitioner CostsRE:

The purpose of this transmittal is to clarify the circumstances under which costs incurred by
nursing facilities for nurse practitioner services may be allowable costs on a provider's Nursing
Home Uniform Cost Report.

Costs incurred for services rendered by nurse practitioners that are reimbursable through the
Medicaid Physicians' Services Program, the Medicaid Nurse Practitioner Services Program or
Medicare are nQ! allowable on the cost report. However, certain nurse practitioner costs are
allowable to the extent that the costs are applicable to a line item on the cost report. Examples of
such costs include quality assurance and training costs, included on Schedule G, and routine nursing
salary costs, included on Schedule D. These costs must be documented by time studies or another

appropriate mechanism.
